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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citiens  and  Taxpayers  of  Gilford: 

We  present  herewith,  the  annual  report  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Treasurer,  also  the  reports  of 
the  Town  Clerk,  Collector  of  Taxes,  and  various 
other  Town  Officers  and  committees,  and  the  annual 
report  of  the  School  Board,  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing January  31,  1926. 

As  required  by  Statute,  we  submit  a  budget  for 
the  ensuing  year,  which  includes  appropriations 
that  seem  advisahle,  after  a  careful  study  of  the 
requirements  of  our  Town,  and  we  also  offer  sugges- 
tions regarding  various  articles  which  appear  in 
the  Town  Warrant. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year 
just  closed,  on  our  Trunk  Line  Construction,  and 
we  now  have  a  continuous  improved  road  from 
our  Town  Line  at  West  Alton,  to  Glendale,  also 
from  the  Lakeport  line  to  the  residence  of  C.  W. 
and  P.  E.  Hunt.  The  project  for  the  coming  season 
is  the  improvement  of  the  section  extending  from 
the  Hunt  residence  to  the  Whittier  farm.  This  will 
require  a  larger  appropriation  than  we  have  made 
for  this  work  in  the  past,  but  we  believe  that  we 
should  raise  the  sum  asked,  in  order  that  we  may 
secure  Federal  Aid. 

The  following  appropriations  are  recommended 
for  the  ensuing  year : 

Current  Maintenance  Expenses  $1,600.00 

Memorial  Day  50.00 

Support  of  Public  Library  200.00 
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Highways  and  Bridges  8,500.00 

Trunk  Line  Construction  2,111.00 

Old  Home  Day  100.00 

We  ask  careful  consideration  of  various  other 
articles  in  the  Warrant.  The  highway  leading  from 
Gilford  Station  to  The  Weirs  is  in  very  bad  condi- 
tion, we  believe  it  would  be  wise  to  make  the  appro- 
priation asked  for.  The  improved  road  begun  last 
year,  leading  from  Pine  Grove  Cemetery  to  the 
Village,  should  be  continued  this  year,  and  we  rec- 
ommend a  small  appropriation  for  the  same. 

To  anyone  observing  the  trend  of  things  today, 
it  must  seem  evident  that  the  time  is  fast  approach- 
ing when  all  of  our  Highways  will  have  to  be  kept 
open  for  automobiles,  in  winter;  the  article  cover- 
ing the  purchase  of  a  tractor  and  plow  for  snow 
removal  ought  to  be  carefully  considered. 

Our  State  and  County  taxes  this  year  will  be 
the  same  as  last  year.  We  trust  we  shall  have  the 
cooperation  of  the  School  Board  in  keeping  the 
appropriations  within  the  limits  set  last  year,  in 
the  interest  of  lower  taxes.

This  year  there  are  nineteen  pupils  from  Gilford 
enrolled  at  Laconia  High  school,  and  four  at  Alton 
High  school.  This  means  an  outlaj^  of  approximate- 
1}^  $1,500.00,  but  one  which  the  school  district  is,  no 
doubt,  glad  to  make.  There  is  a  possibility  that  the 
cost  of  tuition  per  pupil  will  be  larger  this  coming 
year. 

There  are  twelve  Gilford  children,  for  whom  the 
the  district  pays  tuition,  enrolled  in  the  elementary 
schools  in  Laconia.  The  school  board  has  found  it 
expedient  to  send  these  children  to  Laconia,  rather 
than  attempt  to  provide  school  privileges  in  Gilford. 
This  expense  was  over  $500.00  last  year  and  will  be 
approximately  the  same  this  year.  The  No.  Twelve 
school  was  so  large  last  year  that  the  eight  grade 
pupils  from  this  community  were  sent  to  Laconia. 
It  was  found  unnecessary  this  year,  as  the  number 
bad  decreased,  to  continue  this  policy,  but  I  am  con- 
fident that  the  7th  and  8th  grade  pupils  would  be 
greatly  benefited  if  they  could  have  the  advantages 
of  the  Junior  High  school  at  Laconia. 

The  Lake  Shore  Park  building  has  been  painted, 
and  thereby  much  improved  in  ai^pearance.  The 
Lily  Pond  building  has  also  been  painted  and  the 
improvement  is  likewise  noticeable.  The  Intervale 
building  has  been  improved  by  rearranging  the  win- 
dows and  putting  in  additional  ones,  and  by  painting 
the  interior  and  exterior.  We  now  have  an  attrac- 
tive school  room. 
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Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Samuel  Smith, 
the  school  lot  at  No.  Twelve,  has  been  enlarged  and 
a  more  adequate  playground  provided. 

I  hope  funds  may  be  available  so  that  it  may  be 
possible  to  remodel  the  Village  school  building  this 
coming  summer.  The  interior  of  the  building  shows 
much  need  of  repairs.  It  would  mean  considerable 
expense  to  make  this  a  model  building,  but  I  feel  that 
there  are  good  reasons  why  this  should  be  done. 

The  district  receives  this  year  as  its  share  of  the 
state  equalization  fund  but  $199.04.  Next  year  the 
allotment  will  be  .$496.55.
